Prince Bull—A Fairy Tale. 


Once upon a time, and of course it *was 
in the Golden Age, and I hope you may 
know when that was, for I am sure I don’t, 
though I have tried hard to find out, there 
lived in a rich and fertile country, a power- 
ful Prince whose name was Bull. He had 
gone through a great deal of fighting in his 
time, about all sorts of things, including 
nothing; but had gradually settled down to 
be a steady, peaceable, good-natured, cor- 
pulent, rather sleepy Prince.

Ball. 

But, appearances, as we all know, are not 
always to be trusted—far from it; and if 
they had led to this conclusion respecting 
Prince Bull, they would have led you 
wrong, as they have often led me. 

For this good Prince had two sharp thorns 
in his pillow, two hard knots in his crown, 
two heavy loads on his mind, two unbridled 
night-mares in his sleep, two rocks ahead in 
his course. He could not by any means 
get servants to suit him, and he had a tyran- 
nical old godmother whose name was Tape. 
She was a Fairy, this Tape, and was a 
bright red all over. She was disgustingly 
prim and formal, and could never bend her- 
self a_hair’s breadth this way or that way, 
out of her naturally crooked shape. But 
she was very potent in her wicked art.

Atthe Court of Prince Bull—at least I 
don’t mean literally at his court, because he 
was a very genteel Prince, and readily yield- 
ed tohis godmother, when she always re- 
served that for his hereditary Lords and 
Ladies—in the dominions of Prince Bull, 
among the great. mass of the community 
who were called in the language of that po- 
lite country the Mobs and the Snobs, were 
anumber of very ingenious men, who were 
always busy with some invention or other, 
for proniBting the prosperity of the Prince’s 
subjects and augmenting the Prince's 
power. But, whenever they submitted 
their models for the Prince’s approval, his 
godmother stepped forward, laid her hand 
upon them, and said “Tape,” Hence it 
came to pass, that when any particularly 
good discovery was made, the discoverer 
usually carried it off to some other Prince, 
in foreign parts, who had no old godmother 
who said Tape, This was not on the whole 
an advantageous state of things for Prince 
Bull, to the best of my understanding. 

‘The worst of it, was, that Prince Bull had 
in the course of years lapsed into a state of 
subjection to this unlucky godmother, that 
he never made any serious effort to rid him: 

I have said this was 
the worst of it, but there I was wrong, be- 
cause there is a worse consequence still, be- 
hind. The Prince’s numerous family be-

Who ever heard 
Me complain of money well laid out!” 
Which indeed he had reason for saying, in- 
asmuch 2s he was well known to be a gene- 
rousand munificent Prince.

Bear, and they set the army tailors to work, 
and the army provision merchants, and the 
makers of guns both great and small, and 
the gunpowder makers, and the makers of 
ball, shell, and shot; and they bought up 
all manner of stores and ships, without 
troubling their heads about the price, and 
appeared to be so busy that the good 
Prince rubbed his hands, and (using a 
favourite expression of his), said, “It’s all 
right!” But, while they were thus em- 
ployed, the Prince’s godmother, who was a 
great favourite with those servants, looked 
in upon them continually all day long, and 
whenever she popped in her head at the 
door, said, “ How do you do, my children? 
What are you doing here?” * Official bu- 
siness, godmother.” “Oho!” says this 
wicked Fairy, “—Tape!” And then the 
business all went wrong, whatever it was, 
and the servants’ heads became so addled 
and muddled that they thought they were 
doing wonders. 
Now, this was very bad conduct on the 
partof the vicious old nuisance, and she 
ought to have been strangled, even if she 
had stopped here; but, she didn’t stop here, 
as you shall learn. For, a number of the 
Prince’s subjects, being very fond of the 
Prince’s army who were the bravest of

And 
from that time forth, those enchanted ships 
went sailing, against wind and tide, and 
rhyme and reason, round and round the 
world, and whenever they touched at any 
port, were ordered off immediately, and 
could never deliver their carsoes anywhere. 
This, again, was very bad conduct on the 
part of the vicious old nuisance, and she 
ough to have strangled for it if she had 
done nothing worse; but, she did do some- 
thing worse still, as you shall learn.

The Family of the Late Czar. 


The Emperor Nicholas leaves the follow- 
ing numerous family :— 
His wife, the Empress Alexandria, Fedo- 
rowna, (formerly called Frederica-Lowsa- 
Charlotte-Whillimina,) daughter of the late 
Frederick-William ILL, King of Prussia, 
was born July, 13, 1798, and isin very weak 
health. ‘The issue of this marriage are: 
First.—Alexander Nicolaivitch Ceshro- 
vitch, the present Emperor, born April 29, 
1818, married April 28, 1841, Maria Alex- 
androvna, the present empress, (formerly 
Maximilienne- Wilbelmina~Augusta-Sophia- 
Maria) born May 8, 1824, daughter of the 
late Louis II., Grand Duke of Pree 
Issue of marriage :—Nicholas Alexandro- 
viteh, the present crown prince, born Sep- 
tember 20, 1843; Wladimir Alexandrovitch, 
born April 22, 1847; Alexis Alexandrovitch, 
born January 14, 1850. 
Second,—Maria Nicolaievna, born Au- 

ust 8, 1819; married July 14, 1839, to 
Staximlian, Duke of Leuchtenber, Prince 
of Eichtedt; became a widow, November 1, 
1852. 

Third—Olga Nicolaieyna, born Septem- 
ber 11, 1822; married to Charles, Prince 


Royal of Wurtemburg, July 13, 1846, 


Fourth—Constantine Nicolaieviteh, born 
September 21, 1827; married, September 


11, 1848, to Alexandra Josevona, daughter ' life 


of Joseph, Duke of Sax-Altenburgh ; was 
born July 20, 1830; issue, a son anda 
daughter. 

Fifth.—Nicholas Nicolaieviteh, born Au- 
gust 8 1831. 

Sixth.—Michael Nicolaievitch, born Oc- 
tober, 25, 1832. . 

The late Czar also leaves two sisters; 
Maria Paulovna, Dowager, Grand Duchess 
of Saxe-Weimar, and Anna Paulovaa, widow 
of William II, King of Holland, Alsoa 
sister-in-law, Helena Paulovna, widow of the 
Grand Duke Michael, and daughter of the 
late Prince Paul, of Wurtemberg. This 
lady’s daughter, the Grand Duches Catherine 
Michlovna, is married to the Duke George, 
of Mecklenburg, Strelitz. 


Masow anp Drxoy’s Liyz.—What was 
the origin and purpose of it ? We hear it 
frequently spoken of as connected with sla- 
yery, and as originally relating to that sub- 
ject. Nothing can be further from the truth 
—at the time that line was established sla- 
very existed on both sides of it A brief 
account of its origin may be of some inter- 
est. As early as the year 1682, a dispute 
arose between William Penn and Lord Bal- 
timore respecting the constuction of their 
respective grants, of what now form the 
States of Pennsylvania, Delaware and Mary- 
land. Lord Baltimore claimed to and inelu- 
ded the 40th degree of north latitude; and 
William Penn mildly yet firmly resisted the 
claim. The debatable land was one degree 
of 69 English miles on the south of Penn- 
sylvania, and extended west as far as the 
State itself. The matter was finally brought 
into the Court of Chancery in England, and 
and after tedious delays, on the 15th day of 
May, 1757, Lord Chancellor Hardwick made 
a decree, awarding costs against Lord Bal- 
timore, and directing that commissioners 
should be appointed to mark the boundaries 
between the parties, The Commissioners 
appointed met at Néw Castle on the 15th 
day of November, 1775, and not being able 
to agree, separated. After a further liti- 
gation and delay, the whole matter was set- 
tled by the mutual agreement between the 
surviving heirs of the original litigants. In 
the year 1761, Mr. Charles Mason, of the 
Royal Observatory, was sent to Pennsylvania 
with all the needful astronomical instru- 
ments to measure a degree of latitude. 
That duty he performed, and a report of his 
proceedings was made to the Royal Secre- 
tary of London, for the year 1767. This 
Mr. Mason and Jeremiah Dixon were appoin- 
ted to run the line in dispute, which appears 
to have been done in conformity with the 
Lord Chancellor’s decree. This is the fam- 
ous “ Mason and Dixon’s line,” and the boun- 
dary between Pennsylvania on the South 
and Maryland on the North. Any one de- 
sirous of more detailed information will find 
it in Douglas’s History of America. pub- 
lished im Boston in 1751, Proud’s History 
of Pennsylvania, the Memoirs of the Histori- 
cal Society of Pennsylvania, and-1 Vessey’s 
Reports, 352, Penn—Lord Baltimore. Li 
tle did the actors in this matter think that in 
after times the line established with so much 
trouble and expense, would ever be connect- 
ed with a subject calculated to shake a na- 
tion to its centre,

Canada is not behind the other Colonies in this 
respect, It has already a number of excelle 
general papers, with a few of a more religions 
character. Among these is the Canadian Inde- 
pendent, a. small but useful publication, compris- 
ing, as it does, excellent matter, both original 
and selected. It is so cheap that’ even paupers 
may procure it, and so replete with evangelical 
instruction, that to peruse will be to be profitted 
by it, 

The Montreal Woness, now in the tenth vo- 
lume contains a valuable and somewhat copions 
digest of all important matters both British and 
American. For an. insignificant expense, there 
is here a large amount of useful and interesting 
information, comprising all sorts of subjects. It 
is an excellent compend of the literary and other 
matter scattered through the Journals both of the 
Mother Country and the United States. We are 
amused.to see, from their Address at the opening 
of the year, that, like other Journals, they have 
some complaints. One is that the paper some- 
times fails to reach its destination—a complaint 
not unfrequent, it appears, in Canada more than 
Australia, and even in the Mother Country. On 
account of this irregularity, some hot-headed snb- 
scribers have given up the Journal; on which 
the Editor very properly remarus:—* The indi- 
vidual who gives up a paper because he does 
not receive it regularly, must do without one al- 
together.” Again, they have complaints that the 
news is old. It were strange if English or Buro- 
pean news should appezr there and on this side 
of the Atlantic on the same aay ; and, in the case 
of all weekly papers, of necessity some part of the 
intelligence mast he at least six days old. But 
whatof it?

CANADA. 


The manifestations of a republican spirit 
are plainly to be noticed in our Northern 
neighbor. Secret societies, whose aim is 
the Independence of the American Colonies, 
are said to have been formed throughout the 
provinces. The work of republicanizing the 
colonial governments goes steadily on. Great 
Britain is wiser now than when our fathers 
rose in rebellion, and the independence of 
the Colonies already finds many advocates in 
the parent country. We have little doubt 
that Canada has only to express her wish, 
with any degree of unanimity, for Indepen- 
dence, and it will be granted to her after a 
few years consideration by the British people. 


‘The feeling doubtless is much stronger for 
Independence, than for Annexation to the 
United States. That the latter probably 
will come about sooner or later, we do not 
deny. Should such an event oceur—which 
may Heaven and the good sense of the masses 
forbid !—as the often threatened secession of 
a considerable number of the Southern States 
from the Union, doubtless an annexation 
would then take place very soon with the 
British Provinces. Of course if those Pro- 
vinces willed it, the British Government 
would not be able to prevent it. The area 
of the British possessions in this country, is, 
we judge, even greater than that of the 
United States, including our recent acquisi- 
tions of California and New Mexico. At 
least half of this area, we should suppose, is 
capable of cultivation. Connected with the 
Union as it is, it would make one of the 
greatest nations on the globe. But we have 
no desire to annex the Canadas and the 
other British possessions, until they think it 
for their own interest to be connected with 
the Union, and they can come “without 
money, and without price.” We neither 
would have them bribed into coming, or the 
mother country bribed to let them come. 
Though Canada especially juts down into 
our northern boundary in the most inviting 
manner to a Filibuster imagination—though 
it looks on the map exactly like a big bite 
made by the teeth of the British lion in our 
united shoulder of mutton—and though there 
are twenty militaryeand commercial reasons 
why the Canadas are necessary to our safety 
and « self-preseryation,” where there is one 
relative to Cuba, still we do not feel it right 
to covet in the least this neighbouring pro- 
perty, which would straighten and fill up so 
beautifully our northern line. 

No—even though the St Lawrence, the 
natural avenue for the immense commerce of 
the great lakes, empties into the ocean 
through an alien country, wedo not consider 
this a sufficient reason for striving to ennex, 
by fair means or foul, the adjacent territory 
of New Brunswick. Though some argue 
that we must have Cuba, because of its posi- 
tion relative to the mouth of the Mississippi. 
No—though there is not one sensible rea 
son urged for the acquisition of Cuba, which 
cannot be urged with ‘tenfold force for the 
acquisition of Canada, we preach up no fili- 
bustering doctrines relative to our northern 
neighbours, but desire to do by them, pre-

Ta fact, we are free 
notwithstanding the predictions of 
inent gentlemen as Messrs. Everett, 


Fillmore, Marey, &c.—that there is no 
natural gravitation on the part of either the 
Spanish or Creole mind towards the people 
of the United States 

If we are rightly informed, the Creoles of 
Louisiana have not amalgamated in spirit 
and feeling with the American portion of the 
population, to this day. And if Cuba were 
made to-morrow an Independent State of 
this Union, its population at the close ofa 
century would be as alien to us in social cus- 
toms, feeling and sympathy as they are now. 
The Americans who would go there, enervat- 
ed by the climate and the manners, would 
not be able to Americanize the Cubans, but 
would be Cubanized themselves. All history 
teaches the lesson, that even conquering races 
are in this way finally conquered by’ those 
whom they have subdued. This probably 
was the reason that the Jews were command- 
ed to drive out or exterminate the Canaan- 
ites. Vanquished Greece conquered its 
Roman conquerors. Captured Capua con- 
quered the yeteran forces of Hannibal. The 
effeminate Romans subdued the victorious 
and hardy barbarians. The Saxons con- 
quered the proud and exclusive Normans. 
No people thus that possesses and cultivates 
the soil of a country, can really be overcome 
by aliens, If the latter would really estab- 
lish themselves, they mus{ drive out or exter- 
minate the great mass of those whom they 
have annexed or subdued, 
We argue therefore from this principle, 
which is, we believe, generally admitted by 
students of history, that inasmuch as the 
great masses of the population in the West 
Indies—including Cuba—are blacks and 
mulattoes, that the colored race wllimately 
will crowd out the whites, the Creoles as 
well as the American born. Our mercantile 
readers know that a depreciated currency 
will drive a better one out of circulation— 
even if the latter were originally of equal 
amount. But if the mass of depreciated 
currency greatly exceeds that of the gold 
and silver, for instance, the latter will soon 
vanish from circulation, And the white 
faces are now vanishing from the West 
Indies, about as rapidly as the silver coin 
did some years ago from our currency, when 
the yellow pieces began to flow in by the 
bushels from California. The whites who 
stay in the west Indies, ultimately will find 
it necessary to infuse the fashionable tinge 
into their blood, 

But, the same principles that repels the 
West Indies from us—though they will scon 


begin to attract the colored people of the 
United States, and our colonization friends 
should be prepared to aid this exodus, bene 
ficial and joyful as it will be to all par 
concerned—on the same principle Cais 
attracted to us. For the population of Ca- 
nada is composed of similar elements to our 
own—an Anglo-Saxon basis, mingled 
the Celtic French and Irish, The propor- 
tion of French is not so great in this coun-_ 
ty as in Canada—though there is a-great 
deal of French blood in the veins of our peo- 
ple, derived from the numerous Hugnenot 
settlers, who came at an early period of our 
history, and thus exercised a greater in 
ence ‘upon us than ainuch larger number 
would at the present time. We have, how~ 
ever, a large proportionate infusion probably 
of the Irish—which is also Celtic blood, and. 
thus tends to produce a somewhat similar 
result on the leading race. Therefore, for 
all practical purposes, the people of the States, 
and of the British provinces, are kindred peo- 
ple—and, from this very fact, will graviate, 
and are rapidly gravitating, towards one 
another. 

But pohticians—mere trading, huckster- 
ing politicians—looking not at great and 
controling facts and principles, but merely 
at straws, to see which way the little petty 
wind of the hour blows—ignore these impor- 
tantand controlling considerations. Are we 
unjust to them?—recal but one recent fact 
to your mind. Which of all your “ great” 
politicians and “ statesmen” foresaw the com- 
ing of the serious “ Know-Nothing” gale? 
It was the business of their lives to watch 
“the signs of the times”—with “ fear and 
trembling” too—and yet not one of them, we 
repeat it, not one of them, knew of the tem- 
pest until it was upon them—and then the 
most of them said, like the antediluvian whotn 
Noah refused to take into the ark, that they 
did not believe it was going to be much of 
a shower!” And where are they now? 
Strangling in the wild waters. 


Do not misunderstand us. We are not 
justifying that “ Know-Nothing” movement 
—nor condemning it. It is not our business 
to do cither, Our business is to conduct a 
neutral paper ted to “ morality,” and, 
we may add, common sense, in as independ- 
ent a manner as our position will admit. We 
simply bring forward this fact to prove the 
ignorance and incompetency of our professed 
“statesmen” and ‘first men.” That we 
ourselves really comprehend the popular heart 
a little, was proven by our remarks upon the * 
speeches of certain Senators relative to the 
Papal Envoy, Bedin. 

And the Maine Law enthusiasm and era— 
which of these “ great’ statesmen knew that 
that was coming? We believe that you 
might have gone into that respectable assem- 
blage of solemn dulness and dignified puerili- 
ty, the Senate of the United States, and 
polled the whole body—only one month be- 
fore that Law was passed by the state of 
Maine—and five men out of six would have 
pronounced its passage by even one State of 
the Union, an impossibility. Probably not 
three Senators cut of the entirenumber,f re- 
saw this moral storm of Vemperance, before 
it was upon them. And yet “these are thy 
gods, oh Israel !” 

We instance such undeniable facts to prove 
that our professedly wise men are merely ac- 
quainted with the feeling of the hour, hey 
pander to it, unknowing what the really liv- 
ing Present is brooding over, and what 
Future necessarily must bring forth. We 
tell them boldly to their faces, that—if fou 
leave both Canada and Cuba to the simple 
operations of “ gravitation” and “ inevitable 
destiny”—Canada will some day be united 
with this country, and that Cuba never will. 
Not natural causes —nothing but the stron; 
hand—will ever make Cuba ours, And i 
we should reach forth our arm over the 
natural boundsries of truth and right, and 
pluck it, its taste may he sweet enough in 
the mouth, but it will be bitter in the belly.” 
Calkoun is said to have compared it to that 
“forbidden fruit” which, in the garden of 
Eden, might not be touched. Whether he 
did or not—and be, of all our recent “ states- 
men,” was about the only sincere and down- 
right honest man—it is the fuet, And teu 
those who foresaw not the coming of the 
‘Temperance and Know Nothing® storms, 
may sneer at this assertion—the men who 
live ten years from this time will seknow= 
ledge its truth—Saturday Evening Post.

aroused in our minds, seventeen years ago, 
by the eloquence of George ‘Thompson and 
the pen of Harrict Martineau, we have been 
a reader of anti-slavery newspapers, and in 
constant communication with Abolitonists of 
great diversity of opinion. The result is 
‘that, amidst much change of views on many 
important subjects, we huve seen no reason 
.to change our opinion that in no way can 
the abolition of slavery be so well pro- 
moted, as by an adhesion to the principles 
of the American Anti-Slavery Society.

The American Board of Foreign 
Missions. 


* By the last European mail. the following 
communication from the Secretary of the 
Bristol and Clifton Anti-Slavery Society 
was received by the General Agent of the 
Massachusetts Anti-Slavery Society. ‘The 
important and interesting character of its 
contents impels us to lay it before our read- 
ers without delay. 
_ The American Board of Foreign Missions 
rs to be using every means, which a 
cautious diplomacy can suggest, to get the 
British Churches and ministers committed to 
its support and advocacy. The ‘religious? 
papers of this country, with one consent, 
are shouting aloud the praises of the Ameri- 
Board, on account of their recent ac- 
‘in the case of the Choctaw schools, as 
if action could purge their pro-slayery 
ins, or hide the enormous fact of their reli- 
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justify and defend themselves as right in it- 
self, and as in accordance with the Word 
and will of God. Even the New York Jn- 
dependent, as our readers have already 
learned with the deepest sorrow, is support- 
ing and extolling the American Board, and 
denouncing Parker, Prispury for his 
frank, explicit, and manly exposure of the 
pro-slavery character of the Board,—while 
its editor, (in the spirit which we have been 
accustomed to find in the New York Obser- 
ver, and which occasions no surprise there,) 
refuses to allow Mr. Pillsbury an opportunt- 
ty todefend himself, in the columns where he 
bad attacked Mr. Pillsbury in avery gross 
manner! Does the advocacy of the Ameri- 
can Board of Missions drag the Dudependent 
down to this! We earnestly trust that the 
British churches, ‘at this advanced stage of 
the anti-slavery question, will not suffer 
themselyes to be drawn into alliance with the 
slaveholding religion of this country. Such 
an alliance the American churches are seek- 
ing now, as their only salvation. But we 
are keeping our readers from the Bristol 
letter :— 
Baisror, (Exe.) March 8, 1855. 

I write to you by this mail, on behalf of 
our Anti-Slavery Committee, to beg you will 
ascertain for us, with as little delay as possi- 
ble, the correctness of a statement made last 
night in Bristol, by the Rev, Cuthbert Young 
—which is, that “Since the Hartford meeting 
of last year, Mrs. H. B. Stowe, and her bro- 
ther Rev. H. Ward Beecher, have taken the 
American Board of Foreign Missions hearti- 
ly by the hand.’ Rev. C. Young is Secretary 
of the Society lately formed in London, term- 
ed the ‘ Western Asia Missions Aid Society,’ 
(references to which have frequently appeared 
in recent American Anti-Slavery journals.) 
The above Society acts in concert with the 
American Board of Commissioners for For- 
eign Missions, and sends a large portion of 
the funds it collects to the officials of that 
Board. 

At the close of Mr. Young's address to the 
Bristol meeting, last night, a resolution was 
passed, responding to Mr. Young’s appeal for 
aid. To this an amendment was proposed 
by Rev. George Armstrong, suggesting, that 
as the Western Asia Missions Aid Society 
was connected with the American Board of 
Foreign Missions—an organizution stained 
| by the contributions and controlled by the in- 
fluence of slaveholders,—British Christians 
should establish a separate agency for their 
missionary efforts in Turkey, or should co- 
operate with a society in America entirely un- 
contaminated by slavery. Such, (he learned,) 
was the character of the American Missiona- 
ry Association, of which Rev. H. Ward 
Beecher is understood to be a leading mem- 


ber. 

Rev. Mr. Young interrupted Mr. Arm- 
strong more than once, at first endeavoring to 
prove the amendment out of order, and then 
maintaining that co-operation with the Ameri- 
can Board had not the remotest tendency to 
sustain slavery ; that when th’s idea was 
presented to his Committee in London, they 
‘qnite laughed at it:’ that, the public must 
not think of listening to the reckless state- 
ments about the American Board made by 


a most unjustifiable way at the recent Anti- 
Slavery Conference in London : that, instead 
of the Board bearing the character which was 
represented by parties in Bngland, Mr. H.W. 
Beecher and Mrs, Stowe, since the Hartford 
Convention, had taken it heartily by the 
hand, Mr. Young then quoted an_ article 
from the New York Independent of Feb, 15, 
which paper he seid was edited by Rey. H. 
W. Beecher, and to which Mrs, Stowe was 
one of the chief contributors. The article 
(which Mr. Young led the meeting to infer 
was written or at least ‘ endorsed’ by Mr. 
Beecher) consisted of comments on the pro 
ceedings of the late London Anti-Slavery 
Conference ;. defending the Buard of Foreign 
Missions from the charges bronght against it 
by Rev. Edward Matthews, James Vincent, 
S. R. Ward, and Mr. Parker Pillsbury ; 
speaking in terms of disparagement of the 
first two gentlemen, and being especially vio- 
lent in its attacks upon Mr. Pillsbury, on 
whom it declared no reliance must be pla- 
ced, and warned British Christians against 
taking that gentleman as a sample of the true 
friends of religion and humanity in the Uni- 
ted States, If you, or the editor of the Mnti- 
Slavery Standard, have access to the New 
York Independent of Feb. 15,* will you refer 
toit? Mr. Young did not read from it, but 
merely beld it in his hand as he quoted its 
contents, and } had only an opportunity of 
glincing cursorily at it after meeting. 
may not have reported some passages which 
would make the fact of Mr. Beecher writing 
such an article, or consenting to give it his 
editorial seal less unintelligible than it at this 
distance appears. Should Mr. Young suc- 
ceed in proving to the Evangelical Christians 
of Great Britain, among whom he presse: 
claims of the American Board of Mission: 
the authoress of the Key to Uncle Tom's Cab- 
in, and her brother, are giving the weight of 
their unqualified sanction to this Board, it is 
all they would require to commend the Board 
to their confidence and sympathy. 

‘Phe subject of the support given to slavee 
holders by British co-operation with this 
Boaro, and of the relations it holds to the 
system, has been brought before the notice of 
the ‘Western Asia Missions Aid Society,’ 
in an admirable Tract lately published by the 
Edinburgh Anti Slavery Society. ‘This pam- 
phlet, together with the reply made to the 
Secretary of that Society, with a copy of 
which we have been favoured, shall be for- 
warded to you by this mail. You will per- 
ceive that the minutes of the * Western Mis- 
sion’ Committee do not meet the questions 
raised in the Edioburgh pamphlet. But from 
their Secretary’s note, it appears that they de- 
cline expressing apuroval of all the agencies 
of the Board. Hence Mr. Young's assertion, 
that Mrs. Stowe and Mr. H. W, Beecher 
‘take it cordially by the hand,’ was the more 
startling, for no information has reached this 
country of any change having been made in 
the position of the Board, ‘since the Hartford 
meeting, which could explain how the 
authoress of the Key to Uncle Tom’s Cabin, 
or the distinguished clergyman whose earnest 
exhortation in his recent lecture before the 
New York Anti-Slavery Society gave evi- 
dence of his unabated zeal for the cause, have 
been satisfied to give in their adhesion to the 
American Board of Missions! Yet on the 
other hand, sure they would not consent to 
stultify their former testimony by countenan- 
cing the Board while it retains the character 
that has hitherto been ascribed to it, and con- 
tinues to be deeply involved in the mainten- 
ance of slavery. 


No one seconded Mr. Armstrong's amend- 
ment; but the Chairman Ricuarp Baxu, 
Esq. protested against lending any, the re- 
motest sanction to the sinful system of Amer- 
ican slavery. He said he would not touch it 
with @ pitchfork, nor sit down to table with a 
slaveholder, noradmit him to religious fellow- 
ship ; that he could not sleep in his bed, if he 
knew that taking the chair at that’ meeting 
could be construed into sanction of the sup- 
port given to slavery by the churches of Amer- 
ica, which Rev. Albe.t, Barnes had truly de- 
clared to be responsible for its. continuance. 
Rev. J. Burder als bore his testimony against 
slavery, and said that on no consideration 
would he have appeared at this meeting un- 
less persuaded that by so doing, he was in no 
way compromising hisanti-slavery principles: 
You will perceive from the tone of these 
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Mr. Parker Pillsbury, who had attacked it in |. 


in America with Slavery, and of the injurious 
effects produced by extending to them British 
countenance and co-operation. 

Copies of the Edinburgh Tract on Turkish 
Missions were sent by the British and Clifton 
. 8. Society to about twenty-four ministers 
and other gentlemen, who were thought likely 
to attend the meeting on behalf of theWest- 
ern Asia Mission, with a note bespeaking a 
careful examination of the statements concern- 
ing theAmerican Board. The President of the 
A. S. Society was privately informed by Mr. 
Ball, (the Chairman of the meeting,) that one 
Baptist ‘minister of influence had in conse- 
quence declined taking part in the proceed- 
ings, on the same ground; and the names of 
others who staid away, and who refused to 
read from.their pulpits a notice of the meet- 
ings, have been given ; but no one but Mr. 
Armstrong would undertake the disagree 
ble and unpopular task of publicly explai 
ing the reasons that existed for discountenan- | 
cing co-operation with the American Board of 
Missions in the great work of evangelizing 
Tarkey. 

‘The following is the amendment moved by the 
Rey. George Armstrong, but not seconded :— 

Whereas, this meeting having just grounds 
for regarding the agency of the Rey. Cuth- 
bert Young, in behalf of the Western Asia 
Mission Society, as more or less connected 
with the American Board of Commission- 
ers for Foreign Missions,—a fact. sufficient- 
ly revealed in the ‘Circular’ issued by an 
association recently formed in London, 
chiefly at the instigation of Rey. C. Young, 
and by the marked satisfaction thereat ex- 
pressed on the part of: the American Board 
of Missions, representing as it does, the 
leading religious denominations of the Uni- 
ted States of America, which as a whole 
have been grievously faithless to the cause of 
the down-trodden slaye, and have been justly 
described as.‘ the bulwark of American sla- 
very ; therefore, 

Resolved,—That this meeting refuses to 
extend its sympathy or co-operation to an 
agency so tainted ; and would testify its in- 
terest in Christian missions in the East, 
either by independent British agency, or by 
co-operation with the ‘American Missionary 
Association’ established in New York ; of 
which Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, the bro- 
ther of Mrs. Stowe, is an influential mem- 
ber and supporter.

WESTERN ASIA MISSIONS AID SOCIETY. 
7, ADAM Sr. Stxanp, Lonpox, Feb. 12, 1855. 
The Rev. Cuthbert Young presents his 
respects to Miss Wigham, and begs to state 
that he has laid her communication before 
the last meeting of the Committee of this 
Society. 
‘The following is a copy of the minute on 
the subject, adopted at the meeting 


Relations of the American Board to 
Slavery. 


The Secretary having read a communica- 
tion from the Secretary of the Ladies’ 
Emancipation Committee at Edinburgh, 
{accompanied by a pamphlet.) urging the 
Committee to employ British rather than 
American agents in ‘Turkey, on the ground 
that the American Board is inyolyed in the 
support of slavery in the United States ; it 
was— 

Resolved,—That the abolition of slavery 
is not a subject that lies within the functions 
of this Committee ; and that the Secretary 
be instructed to write to that effect in reply 
to the communication. 

Mr. Young begs further to state, that 
while the Committee deeply regret the exist- 
ence of slavery in the United States, and 
the sanction given to the system, directly or 
indirectly, by so many of the American 
churches, they do not see asa Committee, 
they are called upon to protest against it. 

They do not consider themselves responsi- 
ble for the entire proceedings of the Ameri- 
can Board in all countries ; and as regards 
the missions aided by them in the Turkish 
empire, the appropriations of money are 
made not for the support of American Mis- 
sionaries, but of Armenian, Greek, and Sy- 
rian native agents, and for education. 

Mr. Young requests Miss Wigham’s at- 
tention to the fact that the ground taken at 
the last annual meeting of the American 
Board is regarded by the great portion of 
abolitionists as.a great step in advance. 


(This Rey. Cuthbert Young appears to 
be as wily as a fox, and as slippery as an 
eel. In regard to the American Board, the 
real and exact truth is, that it still occupies 
the same position it has ever done concern- 
ing slaveholders, slaveholding, and non-fel- 
lowship with the anti-slavery movement. It 
is still pro-slavery in its spirit, attitude, 
counsel and government. No countenance 
ought to be given to it by British Chris- 
tians.

Extraordinary Slave Case—A Gift of Ex- 
President Tyler Running Away. 


A slave case in this city terminated last 
Monday in a manner quite satisfactorily to 
the friends of freedom, which terms now 
seems to embrace nearly all the inhabitants 
of the city. The facts are’as follows:— 

A colored man, who resides a few miles 
out of the city, in the cars from Cincinnati, 
on Saturday, fell into conversation with a 
colored girl, a fellow passenger, and learnt 
from her that she was a slave, on her way 
from Louisville, Ky., to Richmond, Va., in 
charge of a friend of her master. He 
formed her that she had a right to her free- 
dom, inasmuch as she had come into the 
State by consent of her master or his agent. 

She manifested surprise by the inquiry, 
“ Are we ina free State?” and at once she 
said she wished to be free. This conver- 
sation took place as the cars approached this 
city. The trains on the Wheeling route 
not uniting with the Cincinnati trains, in all 
cases, a detention of the slave girl and her 
company was necessary here. ‘The colored 
man at once notified ‘his acquaintances of 
what he had learnt from the slave girl, and 
they, of course, on the alert, followed the 
omnibus containing them, to the residence 
of one of the respectable families of our city, 
where the girl and her party alighted. In 
the course of the day or evening, some 
colored women managed to get a conversa- 
tion with the slave girl, who repeated to 
them her desire to be free; whereupon 


Afler considerable delay in enlisting an 
attorney in the case, in consequence of the 
engagements of some of them in the courts 
then sitting, and the refusal of others to en- 
list in it at all, the necessary assistance was 
at length obtained, Application was made 
toa Judge of the Supreme Court, who re- 
fused to issue a writ, or have anything to 
do with it, as weare informed. Application 
wasthen made to Probate Judge Jamison, 
who, late Saturday evening, issued a writ, 
returnable at nine o'clock, Monday morning. 
Sheriff Miller, at near midnight, rapped at 
the door of the house where the girl was 
held, and after considerable parley and de- 
lay, came forth with the girl, and took her 
to prison for safe keeping, until the hour for 
the meeting of the court on Monday. Ac- 
cess to her cell during Sunday was allowed 
her claimant and his council, and also to the 
colored man who swore out the writ, (Mr. 
Fergusson) and his counsel. 

At the appointed time the girl was 
brought into court, Mr. Galloway and Mr. 
Carrington appeared in her behalf, and Mr. 
Ware in behaliof the respondent. 

It appeared by a statement of the parties, 
that the girl, whose name is Rosetta Armis- 
ted, was—aceording to slave lav—the pro- 
perty of Rey. Mr. Dennison, an Episcopal 
clergyman, of Louisville, Kentucky; that 
she formerly belonged to ex-President 
‘Tyler, who gave her to bis youngest daugh- 
teron her marriage to the said Rev. Mr. 
Dennison; that Mrs. Dennison had recently 
died, leaving an infant child; that the child 
was being conveyed to its grand-parents by 
a friend of the family, Dr. Jones Miller, (a 
brother, we believe, of John G. Miller, Esq., 
of this city,) accompanied by the girl as a 
nurse, &e.; that on their arrival at Cincin- 
naii, finding the river not in a navigable 
state, Dr. Miller concluded to pass through 
on the railroad, not expecting any interfer- 
enee with the conveyance of his # property” 
on the route. 

Dr. Miller stated to the court personally, 
and by his counsel, that he made no claim 
tothe services of the girl himself, and only 
desired that time should be allowed to her 
owner to appear and prosecute his claim, if 
he should choose to do so. It seemed to be 
conceded on all hands that the girl was en- 
titled to her freedom, if she choose to claim 
it. At the suggestion of her counsel, that 
she, being a minor, (sixteen years of age,) be 
placed under the charge of a guardian, to 
be kept until her claimant might appear, the 
other party at once assented to the arrange- 
ment. The girl, at the suggestion of her 
counsel, chose our fellow-citizen, L. G. Van 
Slyke, Esq, as her guardian, who gave 
bonds, and took her under charge, to the ap- 
parent satisfaction of all parties. 

The thing was handsomely done on all 
sides. Our fellow-citizen, John G. Miller, 
Esq, distinctly stated, in his peculiarly po- 
lite manner, on the part of his friends, that 
they only made a question of the case, un- 
der the supposition that the girl would:pre- 
fer togo with her acquaintances to see her 
mother and friends in Virginia; but as she 
had come into court, and stated her desire 
to remain, they did not insist upon offering 
any obstruction to her freedom, 

‘A great crowd of colored men and women 
were in attendance at the court-room, dur- 
ing the pendency of this case, as might be 
expected; and the freed girl seemed much 
astonished at the greetings she met, and the 
congratulations she received on attaining the 
estate of a free woman. 

We rejoice always at the rescue of a hu- 
man being from the prison-house of bondage. 
We rejoice that, in this case, it was made to 
appear that the time has come when no 
pretence will beset up in behalf of the op- 
pressor, in this class of cases. We trust 
also the precedent will do good in assuring 
timid Supreme Judges, and others who are | 
afraid to act for freedom ; for we do none the 
injustice to believe that they ean be indiffer- 
ent to a question of freedom or slavery.

Begging for Fugitives in Canada. 


Whois not heartily tired of such schemes? 
Should one take up a paper from the States, 
nine times out of ten, if a reform paper, the 
first matter that arrests attention is, 
« how we had best get clothes and money 
for the fugitives in Canada,” or Rev. Some- 
body would like the friends to contribute 
through him to the fugitives in Canada, or 
Brother Foote has received so many boxes, 
barrels, or hogsheads of clothes for the fugi- 
tives in Canada—how much of small-pox 
besides, is not added. Then, Rey. + who 
is so devoted, wants aid for his institution— 
this colored brother has a church to build; 
of course, the brother has gone against the 
will of all the deacons, elders, trustees, and 
women ; but it pays well, and what the 
brother has been doing for years, he will do. 
The fugitives, meantime, are working and 
struggling to lay up fora rainy day, and 
everywhere their labors are blessed. 

They are complaining, too, not of starva- 
tion, scarcity of work, inhospitality from 
their brethren, and the many, the country 
over, who patronize them—no! cabbage, po- 
tatoes, pork, turnips, and corn are plenty; 
but the beggars are ruining them; s9, like 
badly-used children, they have to take it 
out in lamenting; for this white brother, 
who thought they had good grounds of com- 
plaint, has—since his last confab with, or the 
last letter from the very dear brother, Rev, 
, of thesame church, it may be,-—seen 
cause to change his views. The story is 
too tiresome,—the colored people do not 
know what is best for them—it is not wise 
to encourage this complaining, especially 
against brother A,who isa praying Chris- 
tian—and, finally, the negroes are a bore, 
anyhow—“ they have too much intellect for 
their stations ;” but it is questionable if it is 
best to encourage them to settle in Canada, 
‘Africa is a large and inviting field; good 
abolition brethren and sisters of the States, 
at the head of whom is Mrs. Stowe, think 
Africa is best for them ; and, on the whole, it 
is best to encourge them to look heayen- 
ward—their time on earth, at best, is but 
short, Some colored brother, too, who, 
when he got the audience, meant to tell “ on 
“em,” yes, who would give the beggars their 
due, has unaccountably made the discovery 
that silence against wrong pays him better, 
or some white brother would not like it—or 
acontemplated mission might be interfered 
with—if not, the consideration that right or 
wrong, “ a man should not injure his pres- 
peets by telling the truth” when necessary : 
for brother B.’s autograph might be of ser- 
vice. So off he goes into a puffof the good 
brother, and the people are left to take 
care of themselves. Then, too, good 
brethren in the States are poor; but it would 
be so nice toget a few thousands, and so 
nice to do something for suffering humanity, 
at the Same time; if they had the means, 
the evils would be remedied at once—why 
not they have them?—would use them 
better than , who has plenty,—would 
set the world right on this question in “no 
time?’ Begging is resorted to, funds flow 
in; then we realize the fact that self, not 
Canada fugitives, is the motive power, 

Do the fugitives exclaim against the enor- 
mous per centage, the steady refusal to give 


security forthousands begged, the glaring 
discrepancy between professions and prac- 
tice, though done in their name, the steady 
perversion of means obtained from donors, 
the “dogs of war” are at once let loose. 
Everybody who has no character worth pre- 
serving is suddenly aroused to a sense of its 
importance ;—prosecutions are threatened, 
the colored people must be taught better— 
the brethren must have their fair fame vin- 
dicated by the sacred majesty of the law; 
at least the poor fugitives are made to feel 
by this threat, and the other reprimand, that 
silence eyen about their own wrongs (in a 
free country) is their greatest wisdom. ‘True 
white brethren know that black men are 
right—were the case their own, they 
would “ lash the rascals naked round the 
world”—every decent newspaper would be 
pressed into the service—church meetings, 
meetings of friends, committee meetings 
would be held for and against the men to 
whom mismanagement of their affairs could 
be imputed—men appointed by themselves, 
not as in the case of colored people, men 
who proclaim to the world their intentions, 
and who prosecute their schemes in spite of 


remonstrances from the people. We have 


-| frequently heard it said that “no people but 


the colored people would submit to Ameri- 
can slavery,” and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that) in Canada, an opinion extensively 
prevails, that no class of persons have so lit- 
tle right to complain of the injuries inflicted 
upon them by begging for fugitives, for land, 
clothes, institutions, churches, &c., as the 
colored people. There is a feeling exhibited 
by persons usually thought to be friendly 
when this begging is alluded to—or, rather, 
when the beggars are reprimanded, that no 
real interest in the welfare of Canadians will 
warrant. There is evidently cither pecu- 
niary interest in the matter, or friend Har- 
per’s anecdote, about the fugitives being 
“eyerybody’s horse,” is the current 
opinion, 

‘The magnitude of this begging evil natu- 
rally induces an inquiry into the means to 
be employed to arrest it; and when, where, 
and how to use them, for, unlike an indivi-

they may be found, who are so false to bu- 
manity as to subserve their own purposes 
by such means—we say subserve their own 
purposes, because the people they pretend 
to benefit are injured—make the ears of 
the world ring again with the facts of this 
most odious species of oppression. 

Speak through papers not in the begging 
interest, to the generous donors whose 
pockets are being relieved of gold, and 
whose generosity is thus abused by the 
horde of long-faced pretenders to piety and 
brotherly regard for the “ poor colored man,” 
who make incessant appeals to help this 
“ mission” or the other “ institution,” with- 
out warrantin facts, and in direct opposition 
to the willof a people who would do as well 
for themselves, if “ left alone,” as the same 
classes to be found anywhere.

Pumapeweuta, March 5th, 1855. 

Dear Mapax,—I am well aware that 
you are too personally familiar with the 
spirit and practice of caste, in the city of 
“ Brotherly Love,” to need any new revela- 
tion from my pen; but it may not be the case 
with your Canadian readers, as a general 
thing; consequently, I will give you, briefly, 
the latest specimen which has come under 
my notice. 

Notwithstanding the change which has 
of late years been brought about by the 
Anti-Slavery movement, and the exertions 
of colored men themselves, prejudice is at 
this day, perhaps, much more malignant 
than what it is generally supposed to be. 
Tn our large cities, especially, its bulwarks 
are yery strong. It has grown so thorough- 


superhuman intervention it seems obyioug 
that this generation, at least, will not be 
permitted to enjoy the “ good time coming.» 
| Within the Int four years, the building 
lot “fever,” like all other « fevers,? ise 
been claiming very largely the attention ang 
patronage of the public. 

To meet the wants of the labour 
mechanical classes, especially, indeed, now, 
all classes,—the colored man excepted—jn. * 
numerable land, lot, and building associg. 
tions haye sprung up. To prove that thes 
societies were indispensably necessary to 
the comforts of the masses, no pains hay 
been spared. All phases of inconvenience, 
poverty, and hardship, growing out of city 
life, have been daily recounted in the yari. 
ous newspapers. In conjunction with this 
forlorn state of things, of course, may always 
be found the most plausible and persuasive 
reasoning to induce men to make. 
selections in securing “ homesteads,” with 
all their comforts, on reasonable terms, 
This matter was by no means to be thought 
lightly of nor delayed, especially when high 
rents and hard times were as pressing as at 
the present. Hence, not a few (the writer 
not excepted) have been induced to try 
their luck in “building lot associations” 
By these new enterprises, the white man 
will be largely benefited, but most shame- 
fully will it be the reverse with the colored 
man. With rare exceptions, may be found” 
in the constitutions of these associations, ag 
in the constitution of nearly every State 
in the Union, these proscriptive words:— 
“ Every White American Citizen,” ke, 
Even ¢his very day haye I been made to 
feel most sensibly the humiliating effects of 
this abominable prejudice. Seeing in this 
morning’s Public Ledger a number of build- 
ing lots advertised (held by members of dift 
ferent land associations), and wishing to 
purchase, I made early applications—found 
the individuals willing, (wanted the money: 
at any rate,) but “the law” stood in their 
way. Oneman to whom I applied seemed 
not to know the fact that the constitution of 
the company to which he belonged proseribed 
anybody on the score of complexion. The 
“hard times” had very much reduced him, 
and he was desirous of selling tome. He 
went home for his constitution, &c., on open- 
ing of which, I found in the 2nd article, F 
think, “ Every white,” dc. finished reading 
it, and returned it without any explanation, 
feeling that the owner had better be ignor- 
ant than wise in a case of that description. 
Itis but just to state that one of the diree- 
tors in one of the companies referred to, be- 
ing well acquainted with me, assured me 
that he could get me “ in,” notwithstanding 
the fact that it would be contrary to their 
constitution, déc.; at the same time saying 
that “many colored had applied, but had 
been refused ! Not feeling disposed to ac 
cept any terms other than on common and 
independent grounds, of course I did not 
accept at all. Thus we are compassed 
about with outrage, besetments and opposi- 
tion on every hand. In view of these heart- 
harrowing grievances, I am free to confess 
that Iam firmly of the conviction that thou- 
sands among us of our hard-working and 
enterprising men would find it greatly to 
their advantage, as well as to the interest of 
those with whom they are identified, to go 
to Canada. Its very productive soil, inex- 
haustible abundance of fine timber, with 
substantial railroads, whereby markets are 
made accessible, with equal rights, socially 
and politically, together with the rapid im-. 
provement of the country every way, doubt- 
less offers advantages not be found in this 
gulf of prejudice and oppression. 

Messrs. Stephen Smith, of this city, and 
Wm. Whipper, of Columbia, have just 
returned from Canada, haying been on am 
exploring tour. With the prosperity of the 
country, its laws, &o, especially with the 
condition of the colored inhabitants, Mr. 
Smith seemed inexpressibly gratified’at find. 
ing the state of the country so much further 
advanced than what he had anticipated. 
He said, if 1am not mistaken, that he did 
not see a beggar in Canada! Mx Whip- 
per, I have been informed, has decided to 
“pull up stakes” and move to Canada soon.

Dear Mapam,—My communication, which 
appeared in your paper of the 17th of March 
last, was merely intended to make way for 
adiscussion of the important question and 
its concomitants, as to how or which way 
the colored people in these Provinces 
should cast the weight of their political ine 
fluence, so as to make it tell the most effec- 
tively against the encroachments of the 
slave power, so as not to be made the politi 
cal tools of their own destruction in these 
Provinces, as has been the case with out 
brethren in the United States. I therefore, 
after some little delay, purpose to follow up 
and discuss this matter. First, then, I pro- 
pose to examine in some degree the two 
great political parties of these Provinces— 
their divisions, sub-divisions, together with 
their political tendencies, and how far these 
tendencies will operate to maintain o 
dom, or to re-enslave us again.

They adhere 
to the time-honored institutions of the State, 
without much progress towards improve- 
ment thereon, which makes them very ob- 
noxious to the Reformers, their opponents. 
‘The Conservative party is an offspring 
of the Tory. The term, according to 
‘Walker and Johnson, signifies “ having 
the power of preserving, preservative.” 
‘These two parties generally act together, 
and while the former is slow in its acts of 
reform, the latter, by its junction with the 
former, is enabled to carry out those 
safe measures of reform, (without that rail- 
road speed which is calculated to sweep 
everything that is British in its course), and, 
as its name indicates, preserves British in- 
stitutions. Whatever may be the internal 
tyranny of the Tory or Conservative parties. 
as is alleged by their opponents, unlike that 
of American republicanism, it bears no 
harder on one class than another on account 
of color. There is no action on the part of 
the Tory and Conservative parties to do 
away with British institutions and substitute 
in their stead Yankee republican institutions, 
All the leading men of talent and ability of 
those parties, are of sound British feeling 
and principles. Hence, there need be no 
fear of the introduction of republicanism 
from that quarter.

Arrival of the Washington. 


. New Yonx, April 12, 1855. 

The steamer Washington arrived at her 
dock about half-past seven o’clock, with 130 
passengers. 

Odessa advices of the 24th state that 
the Russians, in spite of repeated attacks, 
maintained their position on Mount Sepoune, 

whence their guns play upon the French 
lines and upon part of the camp. 

Advance batteries of the British were 
making considerable progress. 

‘According to the information of deserters, 
the Emperor's death had not been promul- 
gated at Sebastopol. 

Projects for converting Sinope into a 
strong fort, and for erecting extensive land 
and sea fortifications at Sebastopol, were 
favored by the British Government. 

Omar Pacha arrived at the British camp 
on the 12th, 

On the 13th the Russians opened fire 
from the heights of Balaklava. The English, 
assisted by General Knoys, routed them. 

On the 17th, the Russians attacked the 
whole line of the allies, but were driven 
back with great loss. 

The alliance between Sardinia and the 
Porte was signed on the 14th. 

Preparations continued to be made at 
Constantinople to receive Napoleon. 

Inthe meantime, both he and the Em- 
press are to visit Queen Victoria on the 16th. 

France agrees, says the London Herald, 
to send 50,000 additional troops to the Cri- 
mea, if necessary, after the conference, pro- 
vided England furnishes the means of con- 
‘veyance, 

Srinia was in the English market for 
a loan of £2,000,000 at 4 per cent. 

Tn the House of Commons, the second 
reading of the bill to abolish newspaper 
stamps, passed by a large majority. 

Sir Charles Wood stated that it was in- 
tended as soon as the ports in the Baltic and 
White Sea were open, to establish a. strict 
blockade, which should be effective from 
first to last. 

The Committee of Enquiry into the con- 
duct of the war continued, and the revela- 
tions become still more appalling. 

The latest from Vienna dated the evening 
of March 22, states that the political hori- 
zon had again become gloomy, and that the 
Conference of the day previous, on the 3rd 
point, was anything but satisfactory. The 
conditions required of Russia being very dis- 
agreeable. 

© Prince Gortschakoff arrived at Sebasto- 
pol on March 20th. 

On the 14th, the Turkish Cavalry at 
Eupatoria made a sortie but were repulsed. 

On the 17th, three battalions of Souaves 
attacked the new Russian redoubts, but 
were driven hack with great loss. 

On the 15th, the French troops carried a 
fine of ambuseades occupied by Russian 
sharp shooters. At the saine time the Rus- 
sians made a sortie, but were repulsed and 
50 put hors de combat. 

‘The British Baltic fleet were at Spithead, 
and expected to sail with Admiral Dundas on 
the 2nd April. 

‘The British Parliament had agreed to 
Sardinia’s request for a loan of two million 
sterling. One million would be immediately 
advanced from the public treasury, and the 
other million a year hence if necessary, 

‘The Madrid ‘correspondent of the Lindon 
Times states the Spanish Government had 
been discussing a strong note addressed to 
the Government by Lord Howden, the Brit- 
ish Minister, on the basis of religious basis, 
&c.,-and it was a question whether the letter 
should not be returned to its author. 

-Lord Howden got scent of this, and threat- 
ened, that if such an insult were offered, he 
would within six hours suspend allfintercourse 
with the Spanish Government.

HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY. 
Quesec, April 5th. 

Last night, after report left, the House 
went into Committee on the Militia Bill, and 
made several amendments thereto, to be re- 
ported on Tuesday, the 8th clause for the 
army and equipping the sedentary militia 
as infantry with Minie rifles, bayonets, and 
proper accoutrements; and the 32nd clause 
providing compensation for uniform, were 
expunged. 

‘The Committee rose, reported progress, 
and obtained leave to sit again, and adjourn- 
ed till Tuesday. 

There was an animated debated in pro- 
gress, blowing hot and cold in one breath, 
in which Mr. Brown, Dr. Rolph, Mr. 
Spence, Mr. McDonald, and Mr. Hincks, 
took part.

Mr. Larwill’s Singular Consistency, 


From the Examiner, 

The member of the Legislative Assembly for 
Kent suggested some time ago the propriety of 
offering to our American neighbors, as an equi- 
valent for some advantages anticipated from Re- 
ciprocity, that we should agree to, deliver up all 
Fugitives who might escape to Canada, from 
Southern Slavery. He wanted, in short, tohhave 
the principle of the abominable Fugitive Slave 
Law carried out practically in the Province, but, 
to the honor of the House, he could find no one 
tosecond the infamous proposal 

This same individual, when the Prohibitory 
Liquor Law was in debate last week, took uc- 
casion to tell the members that “he conceived 
the House degraded itself by imitating Yankee 
legislation !"" He was quite willing that th 
House should imitate the Yankees” in thei 
vices, but not in their virtues 
that itshould identify itself with the crime of 
stealing and selling men, women and children 
into slavery, with all its horrors, but he was not 
willing that itshould attempt to dam out the 
flood of evi h the manufacture and sale of 
intoxicating drinks have spread over the face of 
society! Are those the sentiments of the electors 
of Kent ? 
In reply to the above, we answer empha- 
tically, NO! ‘The independent electors of 
the county of Kent are not so far devoid of 
shame or principle, to say nothing of justice, 
not to blush when they read the language 
made use of by the member for this Coun- 
ty, towards the colored population on the 
debates on Reciprocity and the Maine Law. 
We would not disgrace our columns by 
transcribing the language made use of in 
discussing the matter referred to, in the 
above article. Every person possessed of 
the least spark of British feeling must have 
hung his head with shame when he read it, 
and though Mr. Larwill was brought to task 
and all but hooted down in the house for it, 
many members felt, as many of the electors 
of Kent do, that,he is more an object of pity 
than rebuke. 
When the subject ofa Prohibitory Liquor 
Law was brought up a few days since, in 
the House of Assembly, Mr. Larwill being 
very desirous to show off his oratorical 
powers and to display his wit, indulged in 
the following, which will not the least aston- 
ish those who know the antecedents of this 
gentleman :-— 
“ Mr Larwill followed in the same line of re- 
marks as Mr. Turcotte. People generally, 
throughout the Province could notimagine for ‘a 
Moment that the gentleman who had introduced 
this bill drank wine himself. Yet he had drunk 
it frequently aud abundantly in his (Mr. Lar- 
will’s) presence, (Laughter.) But because he 
introduced a bill of this sort the impression went 
abroad that the honourable member for Sher- 
brooke County must surely be a great philan- 
thropist. ‘The bill was altogether anti-British, 
and the great mass of the people were op: 
posed to it, They would quite lose their char- 
acter in England if the passed such a stupid bill 
as this to rob each other of their rights. It was 
well known that it could never,be carried, andit 
was only brought up to please a parcel of old 
women and silly children. It was said that the 
measure had been largely petitioned for ; but the 
reason of this was that pretty and amiable girls 
were always selected to carry round the petitions, 
and it was no wonder that they got a parcel of 
simple men and boys to sign them. ‘They were 
told that 70,000 of the inhabitants had petitioned 
for it, But 80,000 of the inhabitants, through 
the most appropriate channel, their township and 
county councils, had petitioned this Parliament 
to prevent colored emigration, and their petition 
had received no attention, When, however, a 
set of girls ran round the country villages and 
got a parcel of people who could neither read 
nor write, to sign their names, then it was said 
that the whole Province was wanting the mea- 
sure. The whole thing was humbug from be- 
ginning to end.” 
‘The friends of the prohibitory liquor law 
never expected much, if any, support from 
Mr. Larwill, but they hadno reason to ex- 
pect that they or theirexertions in this noble 
cause would be turned into ridicule in the 
House of Parliament. We may inform 
Mr. Larwill and those who think with him, 
what they can be hardly: ignorant. of, that 
the subject of a Prohibifory Liquor Law has 
neither originated with “ld women or silly 
children or pretty girls” though their influ- 
ence is not to be despised, but with a large 
portion of the sober and thinking classes of 
the community. Men whose general intelli- 
gence will compare favorably with the 
member for Kent—men who are fully alive 
to the evils which the traffic in intoxicating 
liquor entails, and will continue to entail on 
the community unless it is speedily prohibit- 
ed. We are warranted in assuming, indeed 
it is generally admitted that the great bulk 
of moral debasement and squalid wretched- 
ness which is to be found in every town and 
city is directly chargeable on this traffic. 
Brighter days are in store for the friends of 
‘Temperance. ‘he prohibitory question, we 
are happy to say is progressing with wonder- 
ful rapidity, carrying all before it, even the 
great and wise ones in Parliament, our mem- 
ber excepted, who soak over their cham- 
pagne, will yet for the sake of popularity bow 
before the cold water shrine, and vote for a 
prohibitory liquor law, though our would be

wise and witty member asserts is only adyo- 
cated by “ old women and silly boys.” We 
thin it the boy who could be guilty of 
making sucha silly speech as the one we have 
be severely chastised 


by his mamma, and no doubt Mr. Larwill 
will receive the same, should he ever be so 
foolish as to come before the electors for re- 
election ; but he knew too much for that. 

Mr. Larwill in his speech says that per- 
sons signed petitions for a probibitory Liquor 
Law, who could neither read nor write—we 
have heard of persons who could whistle and 
chew meal, but we never heard of a person 
who could neither read nor write signing a 
petition—great man Mr. Larwill for making 
discoveries, we should not be astonished after 
this if he found outa plan to make a railway 
to the moon. 

In order that the public may judge of Mr. 
Larwill’s consistence in speaking and voting 
against the present probibitory liquor aw 
bill, we give the following resolution which 
was moved by this gentleman in 1853, when 
a member of the Town Council, 

“It was moved by Mr. Larwill and seconded 
by Mr. Woods, “ ‘That after this date no more li- 
censes for the sale of intoxicating liquor shall be 

ied by the municipality of Chatham ; that par- 
s who now have such licenses shall be allowed 
to sell such liquor under their present permits 
until the Ist of May next, after which, so far as 
respects taverns and saloons, the traflic shall ceas 
within this municipality, and that the Clerk shall 
give immediate notice to the inhabitants of this 
municipality of this intent,” 

Tt will be seen by the above resolution 
that Mr. Larwill, in 1853, was either strong- 
ly in favor of a probibitory liquor law, or was 
playing fast and loose with the inhabitants of 
Chatham. If it was right in 1853 for the 
Town Council to prohibit the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors, it is equally so for the highest 
legislative body in the province, notwith- 
standing all Mr. Larwill’s “ bunkum” about 
the bill being anti-British. It would be an- 
ti-British in Mr. Larwill’s opinion to pass a 
Bill that would deprive him of his wine but 
it would not be anti-British to hand over the 
colored fugitive to the blood-hound slaye- 
catcher. We trust that there are few men 
in Canada who entertain the same sentiment 
as held by Mr. Larwill on what is truly 
British and just. If Mr. Larwill cannot 
speak common sense when he is in the House, 
he had better remain silent, and not make 
himself the langhing-stock of the House and 
the Province. 


Tue Exustment or Recruits in THE 
U.S.—Bosroy, Saturday, March 31,— 
We are in receipt of papers from Halifax. 
N. S., and St. Johns, N. B., of late dates, 
The Legislative Council of Nova Scotia has 
refused to pass the Prohibitory Liquor Law, 
deferring its consideration until the next 
session. 

‘The Halifax Journal contains official or- 
ders for providing rations for 500 recruits 
expected for the army in the Crimea. The 
same paper says, it is expected that 3,000 
men will be obtained in the United States, 
who are to be kept at Halifax long enough 
to be drilled and disciplined. 

Johns paper says that the official 
hand-bills for the enlistment are signed by 
Lewis M. Wilkins, Provincial Secretary of 
Nova Scotia, and the proceedings are under- 
stood to be connected with the visit of the 
Hon. Joseph Stowe to the United States, 
from which he has not yet returned.

Tur Kaysas Ereotion—Pro-Sravery 
Ticker Cuyosen—InpEPeNpENcE, Mo., 
April 1—We haye returns from Kansas, 
showing the election of the pro-slavery 
ticket at Bull Creek, Lawrence, Douglas, 
Donephan, Tecumseth, Shawnee Mission, 
and Kookey Point, by majorities from 200 
to 800. The elections were conducted 
with tolerable quietude. The editor of the 
Kansas Free State was ducked in Kew 
niver, by a mob, on account of a speech de- 
livered by him. Probably no anti-slavery 
men are elected to the Legislature. A. 
large procession paraded here to celebrate 
the victory. 

Just as we expected. Kansas will be a 
slave State, beyond a peradventure. The 
following paragraph shows what was the 
spirit that prevailed before the election: 
«The election for Representatives comes 
off on the 30th inst, and from present ap- 
pearances, it will bea sharp and bloody con- 
test. Not a boat passes up the river, but at 
every landing this side of Kansas, the. first 
question is asked, have you any emigrants 
on board, and where are they from?” For 
every man sent by the Aid Society, from 
the East, two will be sent from the towns 
along the river. They talk seriously of 
blockading the river, and not letting 
boats pass up, having Eastern men on board, 
* we are bound to protect our rights, peace- 
ably, if we can; forcibly, if we must; and I 
fear the election will not pass without scenes 
of bloodshed and murder.”— Correspondent 
of the Kansas Journal.
